M10 TO PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 


Mayor Harrison of Chicago Thinks the 
Coal Barons Hurt Their Own 
Cause. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. , 
CHICAGO, Oct. 6—‘‘The coal operators 
are doing better work in the two causes— 
public ownership of railways and of coal 
mines—than any other agency,’’ said Mayor 
Harrison, ‘‘by their attitude regarding a 


settlement of the strike and by the way in 
which they are treating the public. The 
entiemen in control of the mines are rapid- 
y advancing the causes of those who favor 
ublic ownership of mines and railways. 
hey fail to appreciate the situation, 
“The time is past when any man can say 
that the public has no interest in his busi- 
ness. The public has a very material in- 
terest in the mines.’’ 


FOR GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—"It is my firm 

belief that Congress can acquire and oper- 
ate the anthracite coal mines,’ sa'd Ex- 
United States Senator Chandler. ‘In do- 
ing this the government would not of neces- 
sity have to acquire title to the mines. It 
could take possession of them and operate 
them for a single year if desired, or could 
continue to hold them indefinitely. To be 
cure, the mines are private property, but 
coal is a vital public necessity, and where 
a public necessity is endangered the federal 
government has ample authority to take 
action for relief. Some 10 years ego I in- 
troduced two bills in Congress providing 
that the goveffiment should acquire and 
operate the Carnegie and Bethlehem armor 
plate factories. At that time these cam- 
panies. were charging the government ex- 
orbitant prices for armor plate and were 
delaying its production. If a war had been 
in progrese do you suppose the governmen!| 
would be compelled to stand by unabie to 
take action for its protection just because 
these armor plate factories belonged to 
private citizens? 
“Tt is the same principle that applies to 
the present coal situation. The ccal is a 
national necessity—neceseary to the public 
comfort and welfare—and because’ the 
mines are owned by one set of men and 
their employes, another set of men, dis- 
agree with the owners and refuse to wi rk | 
it ts no reason why the consumers of that 
coal should be compelled to euffer, and it 
is no reason why Céngress could not take 
action to supply coal. In acquiring the 
mines in this way it would be necessary for 
the government to pay the money down 
for the purchase of the mines. It might 
pay or account for the coal mined, or it 
could; if so desired, purchase the mines 
outright. The purchase price could be ar- 
rived at by condemnation proceedings in 
order to secure justice to both the private 
owners and the government. The operation 
of the mines by the governmegt could be 
conducted in such a. manner would be 
satfsfactory to labor, and in case arr under- 
standing could be arrived at between tne 
mine owners and their employes at some 
time when the public was not suffering for 
the coal the mines could be re eased by the 
government to the private owners.

SCHUBACH AND STEINER SUED 


Plaintiffs Say That Unless Order Is 
| Issued They Cannot Make Any

Railroad systems entering St. Louis 
opened war on ticket brokers Monday 
morning, the issue in controversy being 
the handling by the ‘“‘scalpers’’ of tickets 
sold at reduced rates for the World's Fair 
and all preliminary ceremonies connected 
with it. 

The first of the sults, filed. by the Chicago 
Burlington & Quincy railroad Monday 
morning against Max Schubach and Simon 
Steiner, asks that an order be issued re- 
straining ticket brokers from buying and 
selling tickets known as ‘“‘non-transfer- 
able,’ issued for World’s Fair traffic. 

If such an order is not issued, the peti- 
tion declares, the railroads will be unable 
to make reduced rates for the Fair and the 
preceding ceremonies. 

Attorney E. 8. Roberts, who filed the 
suits for the Bulington, notified the circuit 
judges in general term that similar suits 
would be filed »y all the railroads enter- 
ing St. Louis. 

The petition in the Burlington case 
states that the tickets are sold at reduced 
rates and under special contract, by which 
they are made non-transferable. 

It will be impossible, the petition siates, 
owing to the great volume of travel, for 
the railroads to identify every perscn who 
presents a return ticket, in order to ascer- 
tain whether he or she is the same per- 
son who purchased the ticket. The only 
way in which the companies can be pro- 
tected, it is stated, is for outside persons 
~ be restrained from handling the tick- 
ets. 

A similar suit was later fled by the Chi- 
cago & Alton against William Schubach.

If the Missour! board insists upon this 
charge, receivers say they will order all 
grain that can possibly be billed to the 
east side sent there. Such action would 
cut the Missouri board out of a large 
amount of revenue it {s now receiving on 
inspection of grain arriving on the west 
side of the river.

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LESSON V. 
POSITION PLAY—CENTER. 
By Hugh White. 

Center is a position of little glory and 
much labor. The chances are wanting for 
making plays which the spectators can 8€e 
and applaud. The position is nevertheless a 
vital one and good work will be appreciated 
by those who know the pcotnts of the game. 

The centers most important functions are: 

1. Snapping the ball. 

2. Covering the quarterback’s pass. 

3. Making holes for a fullback buck on 


center. 

4. Blocking his opposing linesman on all 
center plays. 

5. Co-operating with the guards on center 

lays. 

” Gnappine the ball is a simple operation. 
Formerly the opposing center rush could 
tamper with the attempt of his opponent 
to snap the ball and some difficulty was 
experienced in getting it away. The 
rules now, however, prohibit interference 
with the snap. 

In position to snap the ball, the center 
stands bent over with both hands on the 
ball, the long axis of which points at 
right angles to the scrimmage line. At the 
signal from the quarterback he passes the 
ball upwards in such a manner that it will 
not turn in the air and will strike the 
quarterback’s hands at about waist high. 

PREPARE FOR RUSH. 

While performing this operation he must 
take care to set himself well for the shock 
which he may expect from the opposing 
The best position in which to re- 
sist attack is that with both feet almost 
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on a line. rather than one advanced i0 
front of the other. The body should be 


— 


~~ 


well down—as far as passing the ball per- 
mits. 

Knowing the exact moment the ball is to 
be passed, the offensive center has the ad- 
vantage of a fraction of a second over 
his opponent. Instead of waiting for the 
enemy, he can dive forward and push him 
back or block for the brief space neces- 
sary to cover the operation of the aggres- 
sive play going on behind him own line. 

If his opponent is troublesome, never let 
him get away from you in any way which 
will permit him to get into the play. Fol- 
low him, if necessary, and check all his at- 
tempts to interfere with the play. 

It is, or should be, a comparatively easy 
matter to prevent a center, unalded, from 
getting by you in time to interfere with 
the quarterback. Unless you are caught 
off poise, or are down too low, he cannot 


get over you. If your guards are doing 
their duty he cannot get on either side, 
that.is for the fraction of a second neces-; 
sary to get the runner off.

The safest way is to open the hole out- 
wardly. In this work in conjunction with 
your guards, the defensive center will be 
laving low and close together and it will 
e next to impossible for you to make the 
hole unless the guard helps pry it open. 

Having opened the door for your back to 
get through, your work is by no means 
done, if you are playing the center pwsi- 
tion.

BUILDING AND 100 ACRES AT LE- 
CLAIRE, ILL., DONATED. 


Won-Sectarian Institution Was Sug- 
gested to the Enterprising &t. 
Louisan by Booker Washing- 
ton’s School in Alabama. 


At the conclusion of an address on “In- 
dustrial Hducation”’ fore the Christian 
conference at the Lindell Avenue Non-Sec.- 
tarlan Christian Church Saturday night, 
Mr. N. O. Nelson gave a building and 100 
acres of land at Leclaire, Il., 
“aS a manual training school. 

The donor had made no reference to thi 


especial object during his address, and it | 
required only about a half minute for him? 


to make the offer. After doing so, he left 
the entire Prepostian in the hands of the 
members of the conference, who immediate- 
ly appointed a committee to complete the 
business arrangements for the acceptance 
of the site and the establishment of the ed- 
veational institution. 

Mr. Nelson will take no active part in the 
establishment or conduct of the _ school. 
He will simply look on at its progress and, 
of course, assist it as much as fies in his 

ower, but the Christian conference will 

ave the whole matter in its charge and 
may conduct it as the members see fit. The 
only provision made by the giver is that it 
be a_ strictly non-sectarian school. no 
question of denomination to be entertained. 

In making the offer, Mr. Nelson had in 
mind the school established by Booker T. 
Washington at. Tuskegee, Ala., where 
oe men and women who desire to secure 
an education and have not the means to 
attend a school may work their way to the 
desired goal. It will be essentially a man- 
ual training institution, where every facil- 
ity will be afforded the pupil to make rapid

The building donated by Mr. Nelson has 
been used as a clubhouse by the employes 
of his immense manufacturing establish- 
ment at Leclaire. It is surrounded by 100 
acres of fine farming land, and there are 
wide fields adjacent to it which can be ac- 
quired should ‘the school so develop as to 
demand more territory. Mr. Nelson gives 
the building and 100 acres now, and leaves 
it to the ucators to do the-rest. 

The committee which will take immediate 
charge of the matter is composed of the fol- 
lowing members: Rev. A. E. Ne son, pas- 
tor of the Lindell Avenue Non-Sectarign 
Church; John W. Whittaker and Prof. x. 
| a 2 Nelson, of the St. Louls High School. 
It is said that they have taken such inter- 
est In the proposition as to have already 
selected a competent educator to ume 
control of the school, but are not ready to 
announce their selection. 

In addition to the school being non-secta- 
rian, there will be no territorial limit to its 
scho‘arships. Anybody who is old —— 
to work in the flelds or in the shops of the 
big plant at Leclaire is eligible, and the 
matter of residence will have nothing to 
do with the admission. It is propos to 
give a half day of study and a haf day 
of labor, and any young man or woman who 
is willing to agree to these conditions has 
the opportunity to develop both mind and 
body at this institution. All of the trades 
will be taught and the course of instruc- 
tion will include the higher branches. The 
work performed by the students ‘on the 
farm or in the shops will apply to their tu!- 
tion, and many of them will be employed 
in the foun ry of Mr. Nelson. 
The purpose of thé founder is that the 
work of the school shali not end with the 
graduation of the pupil, but that it shall 
assist him until launched successfully on 
his career. The atudent will be taken care 
of until he is well able to care for him- 


self. 

Mr. Nelson was seen Mogday morning by 
the Post-Dispatch. 

“To establish such a school has been my 
desire for a long time,”’-he said, ‘‘but I 
did not see my way ciear to it until now. 
I had made the proposition to several gen- 
tlemen, among them I®r. Nelson, who, by 
the way. is not related to ‘me, and I ex- 
pected them to propose it to the conference. 
However, just as I was about to conclude 
my address on ‘Industrial Education’ be- 
fore the conference, Saturday night, Mr. 
Nelson eet me to make the offer in per- 
son, and I did so. 

‘Mr. Nelson and these gentlemen of 
whom I spoke, know my p-ans. I have 
turned the proposition over to them and 
they will handle it hereafter. The only 
thing upon: which I insisted was that the 
school be strictly non-sectarian. and that 
whoever is old enough to work on the farm 
or In the maps may enter. I do not belleve 
in starting big and quitting litte. We will 
start in a very moderate*way and build up.

MAUD DURBIN, 


AS EAGLE OF FERRIER IN “LAZARRE” 


The ovation fendered Mr. Otis Skinner at | 
the Century Theater last night, at the end 
of the second act of ‘‘Lazarre,’’ must have} 
been most gratifying to that gentleman, | 


who admits that St. Louis has been the 
hardest city in the United States for him 
to impress. The ovation came at the Ghose 
of a somewhat melodramatic speech, in 
which Lazarre, the unaccepted dauphin 
of France, raised as the eon of an Indign, 


recalls scenes in the life of his mother, 
Marie Antoinette, and the fearful work of 
the first days of the French revolution. 

It was a typical Sunday night audience 
and filled the theater from orchestra to 
gallery The lines, delivered in Mr. Skin- 
ner’s most effective manner, caught on. The 
hand-clapping grew to a storm, which was 
increased by cheers and shouts, and tne 
demonstration lasted for several m nutes, 
during which time Mr. Skinner appeared re- 
pantediy before the curtain, but refused 
to respond to a demand for a speech. 

After such an ovation at the close of the 
second act it was only reasonable to sup- 
pose that the enthusiasm would have in- 
creased as the play advanced through whe 
five acts. But it didn’t. The next three cur- 
tains fell on comparative & ce, and the 
only real hearty applause th me later in 
che play was when ‘“Lazarre”’ refused the 
call of the royalists ann sister to return 
to France and become King. 

“T am an American,” he declared, “‘which 
is more than a. king.’’ 

The audience applauded the sentiment. It 
was a safe bet when the line was written 
that any audience in the United States 
would do the same thing. 

So, if Mr. Skinner was. gratified at the 
ovation early in the play, he must have 
been correspondingly disappointed at the 
manner in which the latter part of the play 
was received. 

Mr. Skinner is practically the writer of 
the drama, which is adapted from Mrs. 
Catherwood’s book of the same name. His 
hit with last night’s audience was as an 
actor, not as an author. It applauded his 
scholorly and finished reading of the lines 
and his polished acting, but it didnt 

much for the play as it developed. It 
ee incongruous and disconnected, and 
while it contains many artistic bits, it is 
not a compact play. ss 

‘How did Lazarre’ get to@ France?” a 
gentleman at my side asked. ; 

If I hadn’t read the book I couldn't have 

him. 

In his dravnativation Mr. Skinner has 
aimed to show the development of a char- 
acter rather than to tell a pior . He has 
aimed to show “the growth 6f the mind of 
an uneducated savage. He presents his 
hero in the first act as a semi-barharian. 
In the second he shows Lazarre en 
well civilized, but with his heart filled wit 
a savage love for his beautiful teacher. In 
the third act he displays him as a polished 
gentieman who can tell cold truths to Na- 

leon without the quiver of an eyelash. 

n the fourth act he shows him as the 
loving brother and a man who has already 
discovered the falsity of the glitter and 
tinsel of European court life, and in the 
last act he presents the finished handiwork 
of the maker—a man who finds true happil- 
ness near to nature’s heart and in the love 
of a true woman. 

It is an artistic conctept&n. but in order 
to develop it Mr Skinner has sacrificed a 
story and made a play that reeks with im- 
probahilities. 

Last night’s audience, which as before 
stated was a typical Sunday night audi- 
ence, was quicker to appreciate the short- 
comings of the play than the artistic idea 
pack of it, and the failure to. enthuse as

the play progressed was due to that fact. 
The ovation referred to at the clese of the 
second act was literally forced from it by 
Mr. Skinner's splendid work as an actor. 

Mr. Skinner was given only fair support 
by a company that contains considerable 
g00d material. The work of Maud Durbin 
as Eagle de Ferrier was finished and pleas- 
ing. he part is a pleasing one and gains 
the sympathy of the audience at once. The 
love interest in the is always sus- 
tained and it is hard to say which the 
audience liked the better, Miss Durbin or 
the cgracter she impersonated. Nanette 
ComSivck has a dainty comedy part, which, 
I am afraid, she didn’t make as much of 
as she might. Walter Allen as Dr. Chantry 
was quite eyual to the requirements of the 
part, and Walter LeWis as Skenedoah 
looked the part of an Oneida chief. 

A neat little bit was done by Marie Hen- 
ley as Countess de Favas, a gentlewoman of 
the old regime. One of the heartiest laughs 
of the play came from her clever imper- 
sonation of the part. 

The play ‘‘Lazarre’’.is vastly different 
from the book and very few of the speeches 
in the drama are taken from the work of 
Mrs. Catherwood. I would, however, advise 
any one who contemplates seeing the play 
to read the book.
